LONDON, September 13.—The debate last 
night was of special importance, as showing 
that the Government will grant no inquiry 
into the conduct of the Mitchelstown police, 
and are prepared to give them practically a 
free hand all over Ireland. Balfour, 
though not personally a heartless man, gave 
the usual impression of cynical indifference, 
both to popular rights in Ireland and the harm 
the police might do, if not under restraint. 
On Saturday he “spoke of the firing 
as retribution; last night he declared that if he 
had his way he would never prohibit 
firing when the authority of the 
law required it. As usual he 
was inaccurate to the point almost 
of disingenuousness. His statement 
that 130 meetings had been proclaimed by 
Forster under the ordinary law, which was 
the most successful point of his 
speech, is shown to be entirely wrong. 
Gladstone’s reply was very vigorous. and 
marked with splendid power, both of voice 
and manner. He declared that if Forster had 
done wrong, it was no reason why this Goy- 
ernment should do wrong, too.

THE DEBATE, 


Balfour Justifies the Action of the Police— 
Gladstone Keplies. 


Lonpon, September 13.—The ball was set 
rolling in the House of Commons last night by 
Sir Wm. Vernon Harcourt, who, on a motion 
being made to go into committee on the ap- 
propriation bill, demanded thatthe House bé 
informed of the policy of the Government in 
Ireland, and especially the instructions 
given the police. He inveighed against 
the interference with the public meet 
ings, an interference which a tree 
people could not tolerate. The Government’s 
dread of public meetings wus the seal of their 
doom. 

BALFOUR REPLIES. 
Chief-Secretary Balfour, rising to reply, 
first read a telegram giving an account ofthe 
captured moonlighters at Lisdonvarne, whom 
he dexterously worked in in his arguments as 


agents of the League. Balfour sar- 
castically reminded Harcourt that the 
police now were acting under 


the same orders as they had received when Sir 
William was a member of the Gladstone Gov- 
ernment. 
HE DENIED 

that the suppression of public meetings 18 f- 
egal, and called attention to the fact that 
Gladstone and Harcourt had suppressed 130 
meetings in Ireland. Balfour also denied that 


the present meetin 28 are for free 
discussion, they were only for 
arousing the people's passions. Regard- 


ing the Mitchellstown affray, he declared that 
he police had acted in the face of extreme 
provocation. They had not drawn their 
batons until they had been rocked. They 
fired in defense of the barracks and under 
orders. They were under no blame, all of 
which lay on those who had convoked the 
meeting. 

Mr. Labouchere, who was an eye-witness, 
made an interesting statement. 


MR, GLADSTONE 

arose amid loud cheering. He ridiculed Bal- 
four’s ‘‘your’e another’’ argument which 
meant nothing. Gladstone asserted that the 
failure of the Government to bring their re- 
porter to the meeting at Mitchelistown 
until the crowd had gathered and 
their attempt to force him through 
a crowd were too evidently done to start dis- 
order. He closed by expressing the belier 
that the English people would not follow the 
Government in its present course, which will 
lead to nothing but distress and disaster. 

Here Parneli’s motion to adjourn the debate 
was brought to a vote and lost—87 to 228. The 
Attorney-General and Mr. Dillon made some 
general remarks, and then Lord Ran- 
doiph Churchill made a pointed 
speech in which he declared the 
Mitchellstown meeting to have been legal 
and a justification of the Government's 
course. , 
Messrs. Parnell, Bradlaugh and Brunner 
made a few remarks, but the hour, 5:18 a. m., 
being late the House adjourned. 


TWO MEMBERS SUSPENDED. 
Lonpor, September 18.—During a discussion 
in the House of Commons last night of the 
amendment made.in the House of Lords to the 
coal miners’ bill, Mr. Graham (Advanced Lib- 
eral) was s uspended for refusing to apologize 
for derogatory reference to the House of 
Lords.

THE MITCHELLSTOWN RIOT. 


Labouch ere’s Account of the Tragedy at the 
Irish Meeting. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, September 13.—The following Is 
Henry Labouchere’s account of the police 
murders at Mitchellstown, witnessed by him: 

When the reporter, with his escort, was as 
near as a member atthe bar of the House of 
Commons is to the Speaker, one of the con- 
at abulary drew his bayonet and Regen one 
ef the horses. The horse n which 
two policemen batoned the rider. é escort 
with the reporter fell back on the main body 
of police, and altogether rushed on the crowd 
right and left at once. Sticks were raised and 
there was a scrimmage, but as few 
of the crowd had thick sticks, and 
as few even of these could get at 
the police, the resistance was slight. 
But the police seemed to be as cowardly as 
they were brutal. After a minute or two they 
fled in disorder to their barracks, with the ex- 
ception of Capt. Seagrave, who ran like a hare 
to a neighboring hotel, where he seems to have 
concealed himself for sometime. The barracks 
are situated in Main street, afew doors from 
one of the lower corners of the market - place. 
Mr. Dillon walked to the barracks. Some say 
that a few stones had been thrown atthe bar- 
racks; others, that none were thrown. But 
in any case, there was no crowd and hardly 
any one, in the street and the police were in 
perfect safety. Three men were hit; one 
killed at once, one died in a few hours, and 
the third badly wounded. 

A SECOND BODY OF POLICE 

from another station now rushed into the 
market-place, wildly striking any one whom 
they met. Stones were naturally flung at 
them as they fled, tumbling over one another, 
into a priest’s house. The market-place was 
by this time empty. The police emerged from 
their retreat in the priest’s house and formed 
along the top of the market-place. Mr. Brun- 
ner and: went on to the police barracks, 
where we found a line of policemen with 
loaded rifles drawfi across the road, and 
Capt. Seagrave, who up tothis time had de- 
clined to emerge from his concealment, stood 
plainly before them with Brownrigg, the 
head of the county constabulary. Capt. 
Seagrave was deadly pale and his eyes 
nad a wild—I may say almost demented— 
look. About 6 o’clock it was deemed expe- 
dient that, with a view to ulterior proceed- 
ings, the chief of the constabulary should be 
asked if he had not given the order from the 
barracks to fire, and if he had not given the 
order to fire from the barracks to have the 
rifles of the men examined in order that 
it might be known which of his men had 
fired. Mr. Dillon and I went to the barracks 
and demanded that this should be done. We 
found Brownrigg standing at the door witha 
number of policemen around him. I have 
seen Russians in Poland; I have seen Austrians 
in Lombardy; I have seen Prussians in France, 
butI never in the course of my life came 
across so offensive a specimen of aa official 
with

nated addresses innumerable. Here is a gift 
from the Governor of the Gold Coast Colony, 
consisting of a gold casket made from about 
thirty ounces of the finest nuggetsand dust 
dug in West Africa. It was manufactured by 
African goldsmiths, from a design of the 
giver. 
VARIETY OF THE COLLECTION. 

Suggestive of the variety and character of 
the collection are the albums of water colors 
sent by various societies and institutes; an oll 
painting of the head of Ophelia, from the Em- 
press Eugene; a little luminated card, the

est attaches to many presents. In one case is, 
an ancient flint arrow-head mounted in gold, 
given by the Archwological Society of Balti- 
mena, in the north of Ireland. From Lady 
Holland comes an old ivory fan that was 
painted by the Princesses during the reign of 
George III. on the occasion of his recovery 
from a severe illness. The Queen of the Sand- 
wich Islands sends an offering, of which ar 
official description is ‘‘A royal monogram’ 
formed of red feathers, encircled by a wreath 
of royal Hawalian yellow and crew feathers,, 
the whole enclosed in plush and gilt fra 
surmounted bya crown set with diamonds,, 
and ornamented with the English and Ha- 
walian arms in enamel and gilt stars, each, 
with eight points, symbolical of the eight 
principal islands of Hawaii. The yellow’ 
feathers are from the royal bird, and are the 
same as thuse used in the formation of a 
sovereign’s state cloak. The birds are black 
and possess only one yellow feather under each 
wing. They are caught and the yellow feathers 
picked, the bird then being released, so that 
the feathers may grow again, The green and 
red feathers are from other birds, the use of 
whose plumage is confined to royal person- 
ages. 

The collection is in no way classified, nor, 
indeed, would it be possible to attempt any 
grouping of the gift.

MANITOBA’S RAILROAD. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, September 13.—It is re- 
ported here that affairs in Manitoba over the 
interference of the Dominion Government 
with provincial rights in disallowing the 
charter of the Red River Valley Railroad, 
granted by the local Government, are daily 
assuming a more serious outiook and the 
Dominion Government has ordered the militia 
stationed at Winnipeg to hold them- 
selves in readiness to suppress any trouble. 
A Winnipeg dispatch states that the 
feeling on railway matters has deen 
thoroughly aroused again by the action of the 
Federal Government in applying for an in- 
junction to restrain the Red River Valley road 
from further trespassing on a number of lots 
owned by the Government. One of the Pro- 
vincial Ministers admitted that this was the 
most serious difficulty the Province had yet 
encountered. Sir John Macdonald,Premier of 
the Dominion, says positively that he 
will enforce the veto power vested in 
him, while Norquay, Premier of Manitoba, 
says he will not give in and will fight for his 
rights to the bitter end. The affair is creating 
considerable excitement here, especially 
among the troops, who anticipate a call to 
arms to suppress another Northwest rebellion. 
In the event of any trouble, Premier Norquay, 
who isa half-breed, would have at his back 
both the half-breeds and Indians who took 
part in the rebellion of 1885.

Judge Noonan Discharges Lawyer Cun. 
ningham—A Queer Case. 


Justice R. Cunningham, the Police Court 
practitioner, had an examination before Judge 
Noonan of the Court of Criminal Correction 
this morning on a charge of defrauding 
Martha Henderson, a negress living on Sec- 
ond and Lesperance streets, out of $5.

5 Does Not Know Who Win Succeed Him 
as Commander-in-Chief — Active Skir- 
mishing by Various Candidates—The De- 
partments of Arizona and Idaho Estab- 
Ushed— Meeting of the Finance Commit- 
tee to Be Called—Speakers at the Ban- 
quet—Grand Army Gossip. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., September 13.—A special 
from Madison, Wis., to the Evening Wisconsin 
says: Oommander-in-Chief Fairchild says 
that he is not a candidate for re-election at the 
coming meeting and has so expressed himself 
to hundreds of veterans who are urging him 
to stand for re-election, especially as they are 
anxious that he should be vindicated. But 
Gen. Fairchild says that he cannot afford to 
devote another year to the duties of 
the Commander-in-Chief, which are such 
as to consume all his time, to the 
entire exclusion of his private interest. 
He says that he has no idea -who will 


succeed him. The Commander-in-Chief an- 
nounced that Idaho has been detached from 
the department of Utah, the department of 
Idaho established and W. H. Nye of Boise City 
appointed department commander; and that 
Arizona has been set aside from the depart- 
ment of California, the departanent of Arizona 
established and A. L. Grow cf Tombstone ap- 
pointed department commander. There are 
now forty departments in the country. The 
Genera! Executive Committee of the General 
Encampment at St. Louis has been changed 
from the Lindell to No. 209 North Fourth 
street. 


Gen. Fairchild’s Place. 


An interesting contest for the position of 
Commander-in-Chief at the coming Encamp- 
mentis assured. There have been really only 
three candidates in the field for some time 
past—Gen. Slocum of New York, Gen. Grier of 


St. Louis and Major Warner of Kansas City. 
These three are avowed candidates. Gen. 
Fairchild has never been mentioned for the 
position except by a few of his personal 
friends and supporters who thought thatsome 
action was —.— to vindicate him. He has 
been very severely criticised for his impetuous 
condemnation of all connected with the cele- 
brated battle flag incident. It is probable 
that with the activity being gone hy by the 
candidates in the field Gen. Fairchild would 
not have been vindicated as he hoped.If he had 
asked vindication and the Encampment had 
refused it his position would have been rather 
awkward. No Commander-in-Chief since 1878 
has served more than one term. Prior to that 
time Commanders Hurlbut, Burnside, Devens, 
Hartranft and Robinson served two successive 
terms, and Commander John A. Logan served 
three consecutive years.

The extra 
session will start nearly $100,000 worth of pub- 
lic work. A large proportion of the work is 
on public sewers.

A BIG BONANZA. 


SCALPERS TAKING ADVANTAGE OF THE 
RATE WAR TO REDUCE THEIR FIGURES. 


A Heavy Reduction in Rates to Western 
Oities— The New York Central Makes a 
Big Cut From Cincinnati to New York— 
Investigating the Sioux City Road—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission —A 
Stubbern Fight—Railroad News. 


New Youxk, September 18.—The Mail and 
Express says: ‘‘Railroad rates are more de- 
moralized to-day than at any time since the 
pool was forme.“ This remark was made 
by Mr. Charles Oberg, General Eastern 
Passenger Agent of the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad, this morning. Scalpers’ rates are 
even lower than yesterday to Western points, 
the figures being to Chicago $15, to Cincinnati 
$13, to St. Louis $18, Kansas City $21, which is 
a cut of $10.75 and from $8 to $5 less 
than the regular rate to immediate 
points with the same proportional reduction 
to Colorado and California points. Mr. Frank 
of the Astor House received a dispatch from 
Cincinnati that the New York Central had 
begun to-day to sell round-trip. tickets 


to this city from that place—something not 
heretofore done. The special feature in the 
war to-da was the news that the 
roads are selling cut-rate tickets from 
local intermediate points, and it is said that 
when a cut-rate war comes to this it 
means something serious. It was said 
that no such cut-rates have prevailed since 
the pool has been in operation, and that it 
would be certainly result in a row between the 
big roads in the pool after the time 
limit for the Philadelphia cut rate has 
expired, which is the 22d instant. The war- 
fare does not interfere with the intersrate 
law, because the rate is kept proportionately 
low at intermediate points, 


The Interstate Commerce Commission. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., September 13.—In con- 
nection with the meeting of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in this city to-day, 
delegates are present from adozen cities in 


the Mississippi Valley, including, besides 
the Nebraska, Minnesota and Dako- 
ta Railroad Commissioners, represent- 


atives from St. Paul, Chicago, Milwaukee, 


Kansas City, Omaha, Sioux City, DesMoines, 
Lacrosse, St. Joseph, Dubuque, Mankato and 
Burlineton. These gentlemen met this morn- 
ing in the rooms ofthe Minneapolis Jobbers’ 
Association for the purpose of agreeing on the 
subjects to be presented for the consideration 
of the Commission. It was resolved that 
the principal thing to be secured is the 
maintenance of car-lcad rates as against 
the movement of Eastern jobbers seeking to 
make 100 pounds the unit. The importance of 
securing uniformity in freight rates in the 
Northwest will also be brought before the 
Commission. Another matter to be consid- 
ered is the importance of a national freight 
classification. There will also be a large num- 
ber of local and individual complaints. The 
session of the Commission is held in the hall 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 


A Stubborn Fight. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., September 13.—A- unique 
fight is now going on between the Evansville 
& Indianapolis Railroad and J. C. Palmer, a 
wealthy farmer near Washington, Ind. The 


road is built along the line of the old Wabash 
& Erie Canal, which was abandoned by the 
trustees twenty-five years ago. When the 
canal was abandoned the land reverted tothe 


former owners. Notwithstanding this 
and the fact that twenty years’ pos- 
session gives 11 valid title, the 
canal trustees sold the property, 


rights and franchises to Mackey of Evansville, 
and he sold it to the railroad company. When 
the road came to be built, however, the farm- 
ers refused to allow the line to cross their 
farms, but the company used force and com- 
pleted the road. In 188 Palmer got a tempo- 
rary injunction, which was made perpetual in 
1886, and under it he is arresting the train 
hands from day to day as they try to run 
trains across hia land, and seems tobeina 
fair way to stop the operation of the road. He 
now has a number of conductors, engineers 
and brakeman under bond. 


Theatrical Rates. 


NEW RK, September 13.—It seems that 
theatrical tompanies are endeavoring to travel 
at reduced rates on the plea, more ingenious 
than ingenuous, that their members, when on 


the road, constitute a family.. D. B. 
Farmer, General Manager of the Erie, does 
not think so, and has ordered his conductors 
not to accept1,000-mile family mileage tickets 
from itinerant Thespians whose only ties are 
those of managers contract. Since the 
enactment of the interstate commerce lav, 
said one of the officials of the company yester- 
day, ‘‘theatrical companies have been casting 
around for some way in which to evade it. 
If these people were all allowed to succeed in 
their scheme it would practically give them 
the same advantage over the general traveling 
public that they formerly possessed.’’ 


The U. P. & N. P. Trouble. 


NEW YORK, September 13.—A report was in 
circulation in Wall street to-day that there had 
been a compromise effected between the pres- 


ent management of the Northern Pacific and 
the Union Pacific party. President Harris, of 
the Northern Pacific, declined to make any 
statement in the matter. The representatives 


of the Union Pacific party state, 
however, that no compromise has 
been made yet and that the Northern 


Pacific stock held the by Oregon-Transcont!i- 
nental, and all the proxies secured in the 
interest of Union Pacific will be voted by 
Henry Villard and C. L. Colby, who have 
been appointed a committee for that purpose. 


The Grand Trunk Kate Withdrawn. 


CnicaGco, September 13.—The Grand Trunk 
road withdraws its round-trip rate to Phila- 


delphia of $16.45 because of the refusal 
of the Philadelphia & Reading 
road to ro rate on that basis. 
The Grand Trunk folks are to-day selling 


round-trip tickets to Philadelphia at $24, the 
same as the other roads. It isa question, 
under the interstate law, whether the Grand 
Trunk has aright to withdraw arate within 
less than ten days, after it has once been 


made. 


Cut Rates. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., September 13.—Eastern 
passenger rates were cut here yesterday. Os- 
tensibly the use of excursion tickets is the oc- 
casion for the reduction. The Bee Line have 
placed on sale round trip tickets to New York, 
good until September 22, for $25.30. Other lines 
using the Philadelpbia excursion tickets are 
able to ‘‘fix’’ passengers for the round trip to 
New York for about $27.

THE DAY’S INQUESTsS. 


A Number of Sudden and Mysterious Deaths 
Investigated To- Day. 


An inquest was held to-day on the body of 
Mrs. Mary E. Collins, who committed suicide 
at No. 1802 Chouteau avenue yesterday after- 
noon by taking a dose of arsenic and mor- 
phine. Her daughter, Mrs. Oarrie Kraus, testi- 
fied that her mother had been a hard drinker, 
and that for the last year she had been of un- 
sound mind. She frequently had quarrels 


with the witness or the witness’ hus- 
band, and had quarreled with the 
latter last Sunday. For the past 


twelve months the woman made frequent 
threats to take her life. Zoe Nixon of No. 1318 
Chouteau avenue, who formerly lived with 
Mrs. Collins and Mrs. Kraus, testified that the 
former had told her that she was suffering 
from a loathsome disease, Which she knew to 
be incurable, and that she had taken the 
— to kill herself. Suicide was the ver- 
ct. 

An Inquest was held on the body of the un- 
known female infant which was found yester- 
day morning at an early hour in the alley be- 
tween Eleventh and Twelfth streets, Franklin 
avenue and Wash street. There was a piece 


of black shawl thrown over it, and 
the body had evidently been carried 
there in an old black valise 


which was found near it. A post mortem ex- 
amination made by Dr. W. L. Blickhahn re- 
vealed that while the child was of only eight 
months gestation, that it had been alive and 
had probably been killed by violence, a bone 
being fractured and the neck contused. In- 
fanticide was the verdict. 

A verdict of accident was returned in the 
case of Thomas Dorsey; a brakeman, who died 
at the Missouri Pacific Hospital from injuries 
received at Texarkana, while switching cars 
there on the 15th of August forthe Iron Moun- 
tain road. He was knocked off the ladder of 
one car, which he was climbing, by colliding 
with acar behind him, which he did not see, 
and his arm and leg were run over. 

Mary Martin, a negress 58 years of age, died 
at NO 926 North Eight street on the 10th inst., 
from lockjaw caused by accidentally running 
a needie into the palm of ber right hand. A 
verdict to that effect was rendered at an in- 
quest held on the body this afternoon. 

Deputy Coroner Hennessy is, this afternoon, 
holding an inquest on the body of Mrs. Lulu 
McCann, who died at 20’clock this morning at 
No. 1339 North Jefferson avenue. She was 28 
years of age and was the wife of McCann, 
the auctioneer for R. U. Leonori, Jr. 
& Oo., but was separated from him. She was 
reputed to be a hard drinkerand an opium 
eater. There was a suspicion at the Coro- 
ner’s office that it might hade been a 
case of suicide, but it will 
cult to learn the cause of 
asjthe undertakers, Smithers & Wagoner, 
embalmed the body this morning before the 
Coroner had received any notice of the death. 
Dr. Kier had been attending the women, but 
as he had not seen her for several days would 
give no burial certificate. 

Mrs. Anna Maria Bolte, a native of Germany 
and a widow, died this morning atthe north- 
west corner oi Nineteenth and Hebert streets, 
of old age. She was 8& years old. The Coroner 
held an inquest. 


THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC WASHOUTS. 


— 


A Fatal Fall—Barges Abandoned —4A Miner’s 
Hard Luck—Casualties. 


Tucson, Ariz., September 13.—The extent of 
the destruction to railroads is much greater 
than first supposed. It extends at intervals 
from the Colorado River to the Dragoon Mount- 
ains, east of Benson, One fill, fifty feet high, 
on the Dragoon grade, washed out eight 
miles, and the washed-out places between 
Benson and Tucson will take three weeks to 
repair so that trains can pass over. Eastern 
passengers tied up here will be transferred 
overland by coaches to-day. Notrains from 
East or West have arrived since Thursday 
night. Two hundred men are working in 
Lienenga, and 130 at Dragoon. Two hundred 
went west on a wrecking train yesterday, and 
at 7 o’clock last evening had mastered the 
road west of Miricop. A gang of 150 
from Yuma last evening got between Texas 
Hill and Sentinel, where they expect to 


meet another gang on early to-morrow train 
from the West. ‘Ihe present is the most de- 
structive washout ever suffered by the South 


ern Pacific, and it will cost not less than 
$200,000 to repair the damage. A through 
wire to the East was made to-day. The heavy 
rains yesterday extended into Sonora, where 
five miles of track and three bridges were 
washed out on the Sonora road. The streets 
of Tucson are flooded with perishable freight 
for the Eastern market. A large quantity was 
sold by the railroad. 


Workmen Injured.

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 13.—A lead- 
ing physician of Philadelphia, who has been 
here attending the International Medical 
Congress, declares thatif Randall is nomin- 
ated for Congress again, that he will meet 
with the opposition of every physician in his 
district. The cause of their ire is found 
in the fact that Mr. Randall snccessfully op- 
posed a sufficient appropriation in the last 
Congress for the entertainment of the Medical 
Congress. Consequently a greater part of this 
expense had to be borne by the people of 
Washington, which the medical fraternity 
think should have fallen upon the Gov- 
ernment, in view of the international 


nature of the assemblage. Mr. Henry J. Me- 
Closkey, a prominent business man and Dem- 
ocratof Pennsylvania, says that there is a 
feeling of general dissatisfaction with Mr. 
Randall's course, and that the only — that 
enables him to maintain his influence is the 
grip that he has on the Philadelphia Mint in 
the way of Federal patronage. This enables 
him not only to hold on to his seat in Con- 
gress, but to dictate the candidates for State 
and local offices. But for this power he would 
have been defeated in the Pennsyl- 
vania Convention, and already by virtue 
of a bargain with certain Philadelphia dele- 
gates, he has had a dozen or more of his fol- 
lowers appointed to places in the Mint. In 
some wards, he said, it is impossible for any 
man to so much as get in an application ex- 
cept through Mr. Randall’s lieutenants.

connection with the State Department 
during the absence from the city of Sec- 
retary Bayard is regarded as tending 
to confirm the report that Gov. Porter’s re 
tirement from official life was the result ofa 
disagreement between Secretary Bayard and 
himself. A Southern Senator, who is a warm 
personal friend of Mr. Bayard and also on 
pleasant relations with Gov. Porter, 
remarked that the provocation must 
have been great to induce Gov. 
Porter to retire from the State Department so 
abruptiv without showing due courtesy to 
his superior officer before taking his depar- 
ture. The most plausible explanation given, 
and the one generally accepted in adminis- 
tration circies is that Secretary Bayard, 
who has been carrying on the fisher- 
ies negotiations single handed, so far 
as his official associates are 
concerned, became greatly irritated 
on seeing Gov. Porter’s published statements 
contradicting the position which he, the sec- 
retary, had assumed. In the interview which 
followed between the secretary and his first 
assistant, the latter, it is said, considered that 
his conduct was impugned by certain remarks 
of the secretary, whereupon he immediately 
determined to severe his connection with 
the State Department.

Gen. Strelbitski, who was selected by 
the International Statistical Congress held 
at The Hague to prepare a report upon 
the area and number of inhabitants in the 
different countries of Europe, has com- 
pleted his labors, the gist of them bein 
that the total area of Europe is 6,233, 
square miles, of which 3,423,185 
syuare miles belong to Russia, 391,000 


to Austria-Hungary, 338,000 to Ger- 
many, 322,435 to France, 312, - 
10 to Spain, 281.615 to Sweden, 


203,375 to Norway, 196,615 to Great Britain 
and Ireland, 180.310 to Italy. 163.350 to 
Turkey ir Europe and Bosnia, 88,810 to 
Denmark, 82,125 to Roumania, 55, to 
Portugal, 40,435 to Greece, 30,375 to Servia. 
25,875 to Switzerland, 20,625 to Holland 
and 18,430 to Belgium. The Russian Em- 
ire in Europe alone covers more than 
alf of the whole Continent, embracin 
the Kingdom of Poland, the Gran 
Duchy of Finland, and part of the Cau- 
casus.

An Officer of the Law Defying the Law. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

How long, O Ca tiline, wilt thou abuse our 
patience? I am driven to ask this question by 
the presence of Mr. Marshall F. McDonald at 
the train wreckers’ trial at Wyandotte, Kas., 


as an attorney of the railroads. Mr. McDon- 
ald is Assistant Circuit Attorney, and ought to 
have some regard for the law which he is sworn 
to respect. But he doésn’t. A law was 
passed by the last Legislature with special 
reference to him, but he simply smiles at it. 
This law may be found on page 24 of the laws 
of Missouri for 1887.

Therein it 
is provided, first, That the whole time of the 
Assistant Circuit Attorney shall be devoted to 
his office as far as the duties require, and if he 
engages in the practice of law during his spare 
time he must deal only with civil cases. 

The act provides further that the Assistant 
Circuit Attorney shall not accept any fee or 
reward from any person forthe apprehension 
or prosecution of criminais, and if he does is 
guilty of receiving a bribe, the penalty of 
which is a declared to be suspension 
and after indictment and conviction asentence 
of not more than ten years imprisonment in 
the penitentiary. 

Anybody who knows anything about that 
piece of legisiggtion knows that the act was 
passed for the triction of this very same Mc-

There I became a professor at the Sorbonne 
and was prosperous untilthe coup d’etat of 
Napoleon III., when I was ordered to quit 
Paris in twenty-four hours. I then came to 
America, bringing with me letters of recom- 
mendation to Henry Tappan of the University 
of Michigan and to Mr. Bancroft. In 1863 I met 
ung Mitkiewicz in New York and recognized 
im at once as the boy I taught at Warsaw 
ears ago.’’

LONG BRANCH GOSSIP. 
A St. Louis Woman’s Opinion of New York. 


I don’t let some of the indignation loose upon 
somebody, you won't be able to live in the 
same house with me when I go home. 

New York’sa terrible place fora strange 
woman tobe alone in. The men you meet 
seem to think alone woman’s got no business 
to be alive. I’ve lived near forty years— 
don’t you show this letter to a soul, Mariah— 
in St. Louis, and in all that time have never 
seen halt the rudeness and disrespect shown 
to women as I've witnessed and experienced 
during my stay of a month in New York City. 
Why, the other day, I asked a policeman the 
way to acertain point, and he walked to the 
car with me and then asked if I was ina 
hurry; said when he found good company he 
never was in a hurry. I think the police need 
reforming as badly as Castle Garden, and they 
might give the elevated car ticket-seller and 
receiver a chance, too, while they’re reform- 
ing. I saw a young lady whol know to be a 
respectable, well-bred gentlewoman, 80 an- 
noyed by the persistent attempts to ‘‘get up 
a flirtation’’ on the part of the young 
man who had charge of the ticket-box, 
that tears of indignation rose to her eyes, 
and in an afternoon’s tour of observation 
I counted thirteen cases of the same sort 
among street-car officials. It is all very hard 
to one accustomed to the respectful consider- 
ation a woman always meets with in St. Louis. 
This treatment is not confined to the car- 
conductor class by any means. The business 
men of the city seem to feel a doubt of 
worthiness of the business women they meet, 
and if there is on God's earth anything more 
worthy of man’s respect than an honest 
woman working to take care of herself—and, 
often fulfilling the duty some man has 
shirked by caring for his family—I would 
like to know what it is. There’s a mistake 
somewhere. 

You ask mein your letter to tell you about 
the dry goods stores in New York. I don’t 
see much difference except in the size, and 
even then our large St. Louis establishments, 
such as D. Orawford’s, are quite as large, only 
they don’t go so high up. And then the serv- 
ice in the stores hereis notso good. I went 
into a Broadway house to look atthe new dress 
plaids that are so fashionable just now and 
the clerk threw down afew pieces of the ex- 
tra-wide plaids at 60c a yard that Crawford is 
selling—the very same goods—for 50c, and 
didn’t seem to care whether I was suited or 
not. You know how nice they are about 
showing goods at Crawford’s and all our 
leading houses. I've decided not to buy 
Janet's black silk here, for I find after all I 
can do better at home. I brought a sample of 
Crawford’s gros grain at $1.25 a yard with me, 
and, after comparing it in New York, I find it 
has a better finish than those here at$1.35, and 
10c a yard on silk counts up. 

Please tell Jane Pendegrast that I'll order 
the tailor suit if she says so, but she'Il only be 
paying double for the sake of having a New 
York dress. They charge $40 for the very 
same style suit, not a bit better made—in fact, 
I don’t think so neatly made, as those Craw- 
ford gets up at home for $28 to $5. But 
goodness me! I started out to tell you about 
Long Branch, and here comes the Jersey 
Lily just in time to be ‘‘writ up. People 
stare at and discuss her in a manner that 
should cause arespectable woman to want to 
sink into the sand out of sight. ‘‘Freddie’’ is 
with her, of course. I'll just tell you about 
her hat, which isa big, flat Leghorn with the 
outside brim literally covered with great red 
roses, and pass on to that pretty, little, dark- 
eyed damsel from the Quaker Oity, who wears 
such pretty silken hose and real diamonds in 
the clasp of her gar——. Mariah, I’m so afraid 
you'll let John see this letter! But as that 
daughter of one of the leading men ‘‘sprawls’’ 
out upon the sand Jean tell you the name of 
the lace on her—skjrts; and three young men 
are lying on the sdnd beside her, one of whom 
is her affianced.

A GRAND SPECTACLE 


OPENING OF “THE LAST DAYS OF POM- 
PEIL” TO-MORROW EVENING. 


The Enormous Structure Erected at Union 
Avenue—Reproduction of the Buried 
City—Views of the Luxurious Life of the 
Ancients—Descriptions of the Pageant 
and the Eruption of Vesuvius Which 
Will Be Represented—Arrangements for 
the Accommodation of the Public. 


A wonderful transformation has been ac- 
complished on the Narrow Gauge Rallway 
this side of Union avenue. Where a short 
time ago was a bare open field, acity has 
sprung into being. The city, to be sure, does 
not resemble in point of architecture the 
new St. Louis which peoples the Western 
slopes, but it is none the less attractive and 
interesting. It is the representation of that 
famous ancient city whose terrible fate has 
rendered it immortal in history and fic- 
tion—Pompelil. The destruction of the 
city by the eruption of Vesuvius 
on August 24 of the year A. Be» 
79, frightful as the ocalamity was, 
has proved a blessing to later generations in 
that it preserved ina mold of hardened lgva 
the exact forms of existence and art of that 
time. Bulwer Lytton, In his fascinating novel 
The Last Days of Pompell, has woven into 
romance the modes of life which made the 
city famous iu that day for its refined yet sen- 
sual civilization, and its wealth of degenerat- 
ing luxury and vice. In burning words, too, 
he has described the awful catastrophe which 
buried the city and its inhabitants in a grave 
of ashes and molten lava. Pliny, the younger, 
who was a witness.of the scene, and whose 
uncle, Pliny, the naturalist, in his enthusi- 
astic search for information and humane 
attempts to relieve the surrounding people 
lost his life, describes graphically the erup- 
tion and the destruction of thecity. Science 
has later, by careful excavation and investi- 
gation, given an exact picture of the life of 
the city, so that over 1,800 years afterwards 
the costumes, public buildings, residences, 
sports and arte of the people can be 

ACCURATELY REPRODUCED. 

Since Lord Lytton’s time the dis- 
coveries have revealed Pompeii to 
have been a large city of 150,000 inhabitants and 
abounding in wealth. Its character as a fash- 
ionable resort, where statesmen, soldiers and 
men of letters had villas, increased its luxury 
and beauty. 

The purpose of the structure on Union 


avenue is to exactly — ghee the city of 
Pompeltl and the awful but magnificent spec- 
tacie which attended its destruction. The en- 
terprise isthe joint work of Jas. Pain & Sons 


and the St. Louis Cable & Western Rall 
way, and how far they have suc- 
ceeded in their efforts the public 
will be able to judge to-morrow 


evening when the spéctacie will de given for 
the first time. It is a sensation in spectacular 
shows and has been produced with success at 
Manhattan Beach, Atlantic City and other 
Eastern cities and resorts, where thousands 
bave attended every performance. 

The spectacie in St. Louis will combine all 
the effects which have been given elsewhere, 
and a grander result than has ever been 


reached ad ge omy by the managers. The 
rapidity with which the work has been ac- 
complished speaks wonders for the 


enterprise of the managers, and yet the result 
is substantial and thorough. The Narrow 
Guage Railroad bas been doubie-tracked to 
Union avenue in order to accommodate the 
expected rush of spectators, and every con- 
venience has been provided forthe public. A 
„bas been constructed by the road at the 
grounds so that the trains can be run to the 
entrance of the inclosure. A number of new 
ticket-offices have been erected for con- 
venience, and special trains will be run to 
and from the grounds every few minutes. 
This has been a stupendous work which has 
been successfully accomplished in a brief 
time. 

It is in the enclosure, however, that the 
reatest wonder has been accomplished. A 
"08T-DISPATCH reporter, who visited the 
— yesterday, tound nearly every detail 
n readiness for the opening. Entering from the 
railroad platform there are ornate structures 
oneach side of the pathway, where refresh- 
ments may be obtained by ladies and gentiemen 
A short walk leads to the huge open-air thea- 
torium where the spectacle will be given. To 
the right is the enormous grand stand rising 
Sponge | 80 as to give every spectator a clear 
view of the stage, and capable of seating 10,000 
persons comiortably. In the center is the 
space for reserved seats which is filled with 
comfortable, numbered chairs. The stand is 
constructed so as to make it absolutely safe, 
and is upheld by a? seasoned beams 
placed at a distance of four feet from each 
other and braced in every direction so that an 
accident is practically impossible. The stand 
would hold double the number for which it is 
intended. In front of the stand is a broad 
promenade where the band will be stationed. 

The remainder of the enclosure, which cov- 
ers a space over 400 feet wide by over 600 feet 
deep, is used for the spectacle. 

AN ARTIFICIAL LAKE 

separates the grand stand from the City 


of Pompeii which is accurately repro- 
duced on the other side. The spec- 
tator faces the enormous panorama 


of the city which is spread out before him and 
rises gradually to the peak of Vesuvius in 
the background. To the extreme right is the 
splendid palace of Arbaces with marble steps 
leading to the waters of the lake. Next isa 
lofty structure, and then to the left a beauti- 
ful 2 and in the center the ornate pub- 
lic bath-house, whichthe wealth and noble 
citizens frequented, and still further to the 
left stands the temple of the Egyptian god- 
dess, Isis, and on the extreme ieft is the 
forum and the amphitheater where the 
games and sports took place. Be- 
youd are temples, villas and oves. 
The spectacle will open with a view of a fes- 
tivalin honor ot Isis given by Arbaces, the 
rich and powerful Egyptian. is object is to 
dazzle and win thefair Neapolitan, lone, the 
betrothed of the Greek Glaucus, and to im- 
ress the citizens. The whole scene is brill 
antly illuminated with electric lights. 
The streets fill with people,who await the pag- 
eunt, and in the throng are seen families, 
young men and women, flower-girls 
and priests in ancient costumes. At the 
signal from the trumpet a flower-decked barge 
crosses the lakes, and from under a 
triumphal arch a group ef soldier appears 
announcing the coming of Arbaces. Follow- 
ing the soldiers come negro slaves bearing 
bannerets, priests in white robes, daneing 
girls, senators and attendants, ladies and a 
guard of honor surrounding Arbaces, richly 
clad and covered by a cunopy. The proces- 
sion passes to the water’s edge and await the 
galleys bearing soldiers and slaves and Ione 
and Glaucus. The procession stands under the 
portico of Arbaces’ house and darkness hav- 
ing fallen onthe city lights n and at a 
signal from the trumpets the doors of 


the temple of Isis are thrown open and 
the Illuminated interior is discovered. Priests 
and priestesses march out in solemn 


procession bearing the image of the goddess. 
All kneel, and the dancing giris, led by Nydia. 
the blind girl, dance. Glaucus is called on to 
bow to the statue, and drawing his sword is 
about to strike it when Nydia rushesto it and 
throws it down. The image glows with fire 
and Vesuvius breaks forth in eruption, an 
amid flashes of lightning the burning lava 
pours from the mouth of the crater and over- 
whelms the city and people, only Glaucus, 
Ione and Nydia escaping in a boat. During 
the eruption flames wi be seen rushing 
through the water, and bursting into columns 
of fire. This is one of the novel features of 
the display. The temples and buildings will 
fall with a crash. 
Atter the destruction of the city there will be 
8 of fireworks and a concert by the 
Cabie Military Band. Previous to the be- 
inning of the spectacular performance Judge 
. A. Noonan will deliver an opening address, 
which will be the formal inauguration af the 
enterprise. For the sports there will be a 
company of Arabian acrobats who give an ex- 
hibition of athletic feate in the areaa.

THE SERIES FOR THE WORLD’S CHAMPION- 
SHIP WILL OPEN IN DETROIT. 


Other Information About the October 
Contests—Secretary Munson and Capt. 
Comiskey Arrive and Talk— What Stearns 
Thinks of the Games—The Schaefer- 
Vignaux Billiard Match Is Off—Sporting

Two distinguished lights of the base ball 
fraternity arrived in the city this morning 
from Philadelphia. They were Secretary 
George Munson of the Browns and Charles 
Comiskey the captain of that celebrated 
aggregation. Mr. Munson says that all the 
detalls of the great games to be played be- 
tween the champions and the club which will 
win the League pennant (Detroit most cer- 
tainly), have not yet been arranged and will 
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not be probagly until Detroit is posi- 
tive that she will capture the 
first honors in the League race. 


The number of the games, so far as can be 
predicted at this early day, will be either 
nine, eleven or thirteen. The St. Louis Olub 
will finish the Association. season at Cleve- 
land, October 10, and the series will in all 
probability be opened at Detroit, where one 
or maybe two contests will take place. Then 
the probable step next taken will be a trip to 
St. Louis, where two games will be contested 
at Sportsman’s Park. Thus far the indica- 
tions are pretty clearly defined, but at this 
and what will 


point they spread out 
follow is rather vague. of course, 
as has already been printed, the 


clubs are booked to play two games at Phila- 
delphia, and there is no doubt that several 
other Eastern cities will have a piace on the 
schedule, among them Brooklyn, New York 
and Boston. The division of the gate receipts 
has not been toucbed upon as yet by Messrs. 
VON DER AHE AND STEARNS. 
This and the percentage of the receipts, which 
willbe given tothe manager supplying the 
park in cities outside home will be determined 
upon later on. Aseries with Detroit can be 
looked upon as almost certain, however, and 
not many days will elapse before 
Messrs. Von der Ahe and Stears will meet 
and come to a final understanding on the mat- 
ter.
